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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Nelson: 


I herein submit my fifth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. ; 


The general demand for better educational opportu- 
nities for the youth in our rural schools is indeed a serious 
problem at the present time. School districts maintaining 
one or two room rural schools should make a careful study 
of the school program and facilities in order to determine 
the best solution. | 


In order to meet the various individual needs of boys 
and girls and to prepare most of them to enter high school 
the modern elementary school has many new responsibili- 
ties. The development of the basic skills and abilities in 
reading, writing, and arithmetic are as essential as ever. 
More effective learning in the social studies with increased 
emphasis on democratic living is needed to develop better 
citizenship both within and outside the school. An ade- 
quate school program should also provide the opportuni- 
ties for directed experiences in music, the fine arts, man- 
ual arts, domestic arts, general science, health and wide 
social contacts. 

The Nelson School District has been fortunate in re- 
taining the services of Freda Hastings to teach at the 
Munsonville school. Good teachers with successful experi- 
ence in one room rural schools are very scarce at the pres- 
ent time. About seventy percent of the one room rural 
schools in New Hampshire have been closed within the last 
two decades. This trend has been accelerated due to short- 
ages. The consolidation of elementary schools within a 
district and legal provisions for cooperative schools for 
adjoining districts have resulted. Parents and citizens, 
working with the school officials, should investigate the 
costs, services, and efficiency of the school program from 
time to time.

Many improvements have been made at the Munson- 
ville school since my last report. These changes have re- 
sulted in more comfortable physical conditions, improved 
instruction, and better morale and citizenship. A list of 
the recent improvements follows: 

1. Repairs on the foundation of the school building, 
also new shingles and fresh paint on the outside. 

2. Redecoration of the front hall and classroom with 
new paint on the walls and ceilings. 

3. Better physical conditions due to the automatic 
oil heater, insulation over the classroom ceiling and the 
use of storm sash. 

4. New movable furniture which results in better 
posture and improved work. These new units vary in size 
and are also adjustable to the needs of growing children. 

5. Improvements in teaching aids, including text- 
books, new maps, blackboards and bulletin boards.

Ten pupils from Nelson Village attended the Harris- 
ville School during the school year 1946-1947.

The report card 
marks are also recorded along with other pertinent in- 
formation including attendance, health and deportment.
